It was while she was studying at WSU 
that Hamby first became involved with 
A.S.1.1.D., which stands for And So It Is 
Done. The significance of the groups name 
is based in its members’ spirituality. 

“Tr’s an indication of the depth of our 
faith,” explained Hamby. “It’s the equiva- 
lent of ‘Amen!’ We put our minds to some- 


thing, pray about it, then put our trust in 


the Lord. And so it is done!” 

That powerful conviction led A.S.I.1.D. 
members Hamby, Himerria Wortham (of 
Berlin, Germany), Joey Antonio (Canton), 
and Detroiters Melissa Benners, Adrian 
Harvey, and troupe cofounder Tristan 
Fisher to drive to Chicago on a whim to 
audition for ABDC. 

“We didn't even have a routine pre- 
pared; we were just familiar with the show 
from its first season,” Hamby recalled. “But

we made the most of our various skills, and 
we made the final cut.” 

In fact, Hamby believes her group's 
diversity is one of the biggest factors con- 
tributing to its success. 

“Some of us have had years of formal 
training; others, none at all,” she said. “We

human beings.” 

Hamby also credits her success to a 
strong family support base.

Transportation Funding Options Introduced

A seven-bill, bipartisan package re- 
cently introduced in the House would give 
counties the option of asking voters to ap- 
prove certain countywide fee increases to 
supplement the county's transportation 
funding. The bills include the options of a 
1% sales tax, a 20% vehicle registration in- 
crease, a $25 driver's license fee, a $.03- 
per-gallon gas tax, or a real estate transfer 
fee of $.25 for every $500 of a home’s value. 

In essence, should a county want to 
use any of these options to pay for road, 
bridge, or public transit projects within the 
county, its board of commissioners would 
be able to place the proposal to a county- 
wide vote, detailing the local funding op- 
tion requested and the specific project to 
which the revenue would go. More than a 
dozen states already have these options in 
place for their local communities to use 
when state and federal funding are not 
enough to cover the costs of needed or 
desired transportation projects. 

As government officials and a state- 
appointed task force meet to address our 
transportation funding shortfall, local fund- 


ing options should not be seen as a com- 


plete answer to this problem, but rather as 


one of the many tools needed to maintain 
and enhance our infrastructure and to meet 
the public’s demands for better roads and 
public transit. 

I look forward to further hearings on 
this issue in the House Transportation 
‘Committee. 

Airport, Cities Reach Agreement on 
Airport Expansion Plan 

The Wayne County Airport Authority 
approved a long-term expansion plan for 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport following an 
agreement with the airport’s surrounding 
communities. The agreement addresses the 
controversial proposed addition of a fifth 
runway by dividing the Master Plan’s Air- 
port Layout Plan (ALP) into a Future ALP 
and an Ultimate ALP. 

The Future ALP will go before the 
Federal Aviation Administration for final 
approval, and includes projects expected to 
take place before 2016. The Ultimate ALP 
includes developments (specifically the po- 
tential fifth runway) that would not be con- 
sidered until after 2016, and which could 
only begin construction after a specific 
needs-based evaluation concludes that fur- 
ther expansion of the airport's capacity is 
necessary, and after the FAA approves the 
additional development. 

Given the challenge of balancine the 
needs of the communities and their resi- 
dents with the needs of the airport to plan 
for its future, this agreement appears favor- 
able to both sides. The Airport Authority 
is able to continue developing the airport 
as a statewide economic asset and attract 


new businesses to the region. At the same 
time, Romulus residents in the affected area 
have at least eight years of security before 
any further discussions take place. 

I commend both sides for their hard 
work in reaching this agreement. 

Taylor Preschool Receives State Support 
in Budget 

Following recent, brief sessions, in 
which the K-12 budget and General Gov- 
ernment budget were approved, only the 
Transportation and Capitol Outlay budgets 
remain. 

The K-12 budget increases the per- 
pupil grant from $56 to $112, with dis- 
tricts possessing lower foundation allow- 
ances slated to receive the largest grant in- 
creases. It also allocates funding that will 
permit an additional 1,470 children to at- 
tend preschool programs, while maintain- 


ing the funding for the existing Michigan 


School Readiness Program at Taylor's . 


Johnson Preschool Center. 

Additionally, the General Government 
budget increases statutory revenue sharing 
to local municipalities by 2%. This increase 
will allow our cities to retain their fire and 
police services, along with other essential 
services. 

I applaud my colleagues i in ‘ithe House 
and Senate for the progress we have made 
thus far, and look forward to the budget’s 
completion. 

Hopgood Introduces Bill Allowing 
Service Dogs To Remain with Their 
Owners in Emergencies 

I recently learned from several of my 
constituents that there is no provision in 
state law that addresses what emergency 
responders should do with a service dog 
when the dog’s owner needs emergency 
treatment or hospitalization. 

Indeed, the only provision in state law 
regarding service dogs in emergency situa- 
tions pertains to evacuation plans in the 
event of a natural disaster or physical or 
chemical attack, as was required by the fed- 
eral government following the stories of 
owners being forced to leave their dogs be- 
hind as they were evacuated from New 
Orleans following Hurricane Katrina. 

To address this shortcoming and bring 
peace of mind to owners of service dogs, I 
introduced House Bill 6354, a bill that 
would allow a service dog to remain with 
its owner in instances where the owner re- 


quires emergency transportation or hospi- 


talization. Provisions are included to exempt 
dogs who act aggressively towards first re- 
sponders or the staff of the health-care facil- 
ity, or whose presence compromises the 
functioning of the facility. 

HB 6354 has been assigned to the 
House Committee on Health Policy. 

I invite residents to contact. me with

New Service Helps Taylor Community Library 
Collect Seriously Overdue Materials, Fines 


The Taylor Community Library is using 
a new service to recover long-overdue mate- 
rials and fines, according to library director 
Linda Baum. 

On July 1, the library began a 90-day 
trial period with Unique Management, Inc., 
a materials-recovery agency also employed 
by community libraries in Allen Park, South- 
gate, and Wyandotte. Taylor’s agreement 
with Unique Management is essentially 
“budget neutral,” Baum explained, because 
the company is compensated for its services 
with administrative fees levied on the over- 
due accounts. 

Already, the fledgling program is 
returning dividends. 

“As of today [August 5], 4 of 69 delin- 
quent accounts have been paid in full,” said 
Baum. 

Because City officials understand that 
many Taylor families are both busy and 
financially strapped, the library has devel- 
oped specific parameters regarding which 
and when overdue accounts are turned over 
to Unique Management. For instance, only 
accounts with materials that are at least two 
months late, and valued at $25 or more, 
will be put into the system. Of course, no 
minors, regardless of their account status, 
will be included in the program. 

Baum also noted that the recovery pro- 
cess is conducted as civilly as possible. 


“Before an account becomes part of the 
new system, the library sends out two of its 
own notices — one after two weeks, the sec- 
ond about a month later,” said Baum. “If 
these are disregarded, Unique Management 
will send out an initial letter encouraging 
patrons to return their materials. Only those 
who continue to ignore friendly reminders 
for a period of 120 days or more will face 
more serious collection action.” 

Baum believes that the library has a 
fiscal and fiduciary responsibility to pursue 
long-overdue materials, 

“This action is being undertaken with 
fairness to all library patrons in mind,” she 
said. “Materials not returned are not avail- 
able for others to borrow. Also, if materials 
are not returned, money from the library 
budget is often used to replace them.” 

Most library materials that are not on 
a waiting list are available for renewal twice. 
Books may be kept up to nine weeks with 
extended renewals; some audiovisual items 
have shorter loan periods to accommodate 


user demand.

On July 24, the Wayne County Air- 
port Authority approved a compromise Pre- 
ferred Development Plan that Romulus 
Mayor Alan R. Lambert called “favorable 
to all our communities.” 

Initial plans provided for the demoli- 
tion of more than 800 homes, dozens of 
businesses, and at least one elementary 
school on the city’s south side to make room 
for an additional runway. But heavy oppo- 
sition from many local officials and residents 
led the WCAA to put that part of the pro- 
posal on the back burner — at least for now. 

“Members of the Wayne County Air- 
port Authority Board were pleased that, 
with the help of Congressman Dingell’s 
office, airport management and the com- 
munities were able to reach a consensus on 
a master plan for Detroit Metropolitan Air- 
port,” said Airport Public Affairs director 
Mike Conway. “After several meetings, a 


proposal was developed which will give the 
airport the opportunity to grow when the 
need arises. ... 

“Airport management is now develop- 
ing a Future Airport Layout Plan (ALP) and 
an Ultimate ALP ... The Future ALP in- 
cludes projects anticipated prior to 2016 
and the Ultimate Plan depicts projects be- 
yond that time frame. This means that the 
airport’s seventh runway and land acquisi- 
tion associated with it will not be shown 
on the Future Plan, but the Ultimate Plan.” 

A prepared statement from Lambert 
said, “The bottom line: The shadow of a 
devastating runway has been removed from 
our communities,” said Lambert. “Should 


the airport need to meet growing demand 
in the future, it will approach local com- 
munities; use the most current data avail- 
able to demonstrate a need; and work in 


full partnership with us.” O 































On August 11, the Wayne County 
Airport Authority (WCAA) will provide 
two opportunities for the public to sub- 
mit comments regarding law enforce- 
ment at Detroit Metropolitan and Wil- 
low Run Airports, according toa WCAA 
statement issued last week. The solicita- 
tion of comments is part of the WCAAs 

_ two-year process to attain international 
law-enforcement accreditation from the 
Commission on Accreditation for Law 
Enforcement Agencies (CALEA). 

Attaining CALEA accreditation, a 
process WCAA initiated in late 2007, 
requires that airport law enforcement be 
in compliance with over 390 professional 
standards. CALEA accreditation implies 
that a law-enforcement agency is among 
the top-performing such organizations 
in the world. 

As part of the final phase of the ac- 
creditation process, a team of CALEA 
assessors will spend five days examining 
WCAA public safety operations. Asses- 
sors will observe WCAA public-safety

personnel, equipment, and operating 






procedures; interview public-safety offi- 
cers; and tour airport facilities and other 
Authority properties. 

From 1 to 3 p.m. on August 11, 
assessors will make themselves available 
to members of the public by phone. 
Callers will have the opportunity to 
speak with one of the CALEA assessors 
regarding the accreditation process, and 
to provide input on WCAA law enforce- 
ment. Members of the public who wish 
to participate may do so during this two- 
hour period by calling 734-247-7027. 

Beginning at 5 p.m., the WCAA 
will host a Public Information Session 
at Detroit Metro Airport’s Smith Ter- 
minal Mezzanine, where CALEA asses- 
sors will also be available to address com- 
ments and questions from the public.

New lights installed at World Series Field in Taylor will improve both visibility 
and safety for the Junior League World Series. (See story on opposite page.) 





Faced with the choice of installing ex- 
pensive new lights for the 2008 Junior 
League World Series in Taylor, or waiting 
until more funds were available next year, 
director Greg Bzura said it came down to 
one factor: the safety of the players. 

Musco Sports Lighting, working with 
G &B Electrical Contractors, removed eight 
antiquated wooden light poles at World 
Series Field in Heritage Park, and replaced 
them with six energy-efficient galvanized 
steel poles that are expected to provide bet- 
ter light on the field at half the electricity 
cost. The lights will be on during the Au- 
gust 9 opening ceremonies and night games 
of the World Series, set for August 10-16. 

Matt Ruhlig, Musco field sales repre- 

~ sentative for Michigan, said the new lights 
are “much brighter — probably twice as 
bright” as the former system. 


The previous light poles were 23 years 


old, came with costly electric bills, and could 


shift with a stiff wind and play havoc with 
a fielder’s view. This was a concern not only 
for World Series players, but also local kids 
who play on the field throughout the year. 

“There’s no question we were facing 
the inevitable time when someone could get 
injured seriously because of blind spots due 
to the lack of proper lighting,” Bzura said. 

World Series organizers and officials 
from the Taylor South Little League, who 
takes care of World Series Field for the City 
of Taylor, decided it would be better to in- 
stall new lighting this year and continue 
raising funds to make payments on the 
$120,000 investment. , 

“We made the call that we have to get 
it, regardless of the cost,” Bzura said. “We 
believe the amount is worth it, knowing 
we're providing safety” for the children.” 

Nearly $40,000 has been raised to date, 
with half coming from a $20,000 “challenge 
grant’ from the Detroit Tigers Foundation.
